Uni'ed  States.  My  cnief  defi^nwas 
o  lhe  v  the  abfurdicy  of  a  bill  of  rights, 
Knih'  ut  ever  putting  i'  iOto execution, 
I  view  the  blacks  as  part  of  '.he  hu- 
jian  fpec  es,  and  therefore  I  think 
that  they  are  included  in  every  bill  of 
rip.hts  on  the  continent.  But  thefe 
declarations  ot  the  lights  of  mankind 
is  onlv  Partly  fulfil'ed  to  *he  wh'tes, 
and  ;he  blacks  are  altogether  negle:ied 
fAy  principle  defi^n,  is  <o  endeavour 
to  obtain  the  freedom  of  the  whres; 
for  until  a  general  fpirrt  of  liberty  pie 
vails  am  mgft  us  fo  as  to  obtain  this, 
the  e  is  no  profpeil  even  of  a  gradual 
emancipation  of  the  blacks,  which  is 
the  only  way  (I  think)  they  cvei  can 
be  Tc  at  liberty  without  injuiing  their 
owncs;  and  even  it  'h  s  is  done,  ic 
jn  'ft  be  bv  the  confent  c  f  the  people; 

lhe  D  firvetefted  Citiaen  when 
foeaking  agamlt  voting  by  Hallo  ,  af-i 
ter  giving  .in  inftance  of  e'edions  in 
jPennfylvania  faith  *Tdefy  the  gentle 
man  to  produce  a  fingle  :n(t'nce  of 
fuch  partial  ele&inoS  in  the  fta'e  of 
Virginia"  lean  inform  the  gentle- 
man of  ;  he  caufe  of  thefe  par  till  elec- 
tions which  he  has  mentioned.  It 
tvas  not  an  er  ror  in  the  mode  of  e'ecti  • 
on  (har  occ  ifi  ned  this;  but  the  peo- 
ple was  difgufted  at  (what  thev  tho't 
was)  the  unconft-'tutional  proceedings 
Of  the  Aflemb!y,and  therefore  would 
rot  come  out.  I  can  give  an  inrtance 
of  the  fame  kind  in  this  cLftucV ..  In 
the  vfcar  1 78S  rhe  citizens  (k  fheconn- 
tyof  Faye  re.  he  ng  difgufted  at  the 
thoughts  of  being  feperared  fro  n  the 
fla  e  of  Virginia,  only  abour  300  (as 
rear  as  t  can  recollect)  vo  ed~in  'hat 
Wrkt  populat  coury.  Bui  ne  ther  of 
thefe  inft^nces  is  any  tiling  to  rhe  pur- 
fofe.  Thexeafon  fpi  eleflirfgby  bai- 
lor s,  hat  as  no  one  fcnowe  h  who 
each  mdividuarvorerh  for,  therefore 
cverv  one  may  exerdfe  hisfudament 
Wi  hout  fear,  favour  0/  affection.  The 
O'efent  mode  of  electing,  w-s  fi|ftii* 
Croduced  m  England  ata  time  he  peo- 
ple weie  generally  illiterate,  and  as 
Tirgima  was  originally  a  Kmss  go- 
vernment, rh  s  m  »de  was  adopted  and 
Cbntipuei ;  though  at  this  time,  ihe 
people  m  general  canwme  and  read 
their  own  tickers ;  aid  if  any  one 
eonld  not  read,  he  would  he  at  no 
ffefc  10  find  a  fnend  that  he  could 
rfe.^end  upon,  to  read  his  ricfet  before 
he  delivered  it.

I EVER  have  been,  and  ever 
Ihall  be  for  ought  1  know,  a 
warm  and  zealous  advocate  in  favor 
of  a  Bill  of  Rights— The  objeaions 
tha  have  been  mule  t>  a  Bill  of 
Rights,  as  far  as  1  have  heard,  may 
be  reduced  to  the  three  follo#inj 
heads.  lit.  Trial  it  1,  ufclefs- -^2d. 
That  it  may  create  ganger — And 
3d.  That  it  is  abfurd  and  farcical 
in  a  republican  government-— The 
only  fpecious  colour  that  can  give; 
birth  to  the  firft  objection  is,  That 
our  liberties  and  privileges  are  fuf- 
ficiently  fafe  in  the  hands  of  our  re. 
prefentaaves,  and  therefore  a  Bill  of 
Rights  will  only  operaie  as  a  k  nd 
of  a  lupererogation.  M:ght  not  the 
Vr.ry  fame  objection  with  equal  rea-> 
ion  be  made  to  a  conftitution  of 
government,  as  the  object  of  each  is 
to  define  the  po  w  ers  of  the  rulers,  in 
drder  to  prevent  an  infringement  of 
the  riches  of  the  people.  Does  not 
the  4th  article  of  the  Bill  of  R  gh:s 
of  Virginia  tell  you,  (hat  the  office! 
of  a  judge  or  legislator  ought  not  to 
be  defcendiBle  ?  Does  not  the  5th 
article  lay,  that  tile  legiflative  and 
executive  po  .vers  of  the  ftate,  mould 
be  entirely  teperate  and  diftmfit  from 
the  judiciary  ?  Were  not  thefe 
claul'es  ttieri  intended  for  a  reltriction 
upon  the  powers  of  the  rulers  ? 
Dees  not  the  2d  ciaufe  ot  rlv  ninth 
fection  of  the  fir  ft  article  of  the  Fe- 
dep]  conftitution  tell  you,  that  the 
privilege  of  the  writ  of  Habeas  Cor- 
pus mall  not  be  fuipended,  unlefs  in 
cafes  of  rebellion  or  invafion  r*  And 
v.  ns  not  the  intent  ot  this,  to  fecure 
to  mankind  the  great  and  unaliena- 
ble privilege  of  perfonal  libertv  ? 

therefore  fi-d  that  the  object 
of  each  is  the  fame.  You  will  alk 
perhaps,  as  the  object  of  each  is  the 
feme,  why  not  infert  the  Bill  of 
Rights  in  the  conftitution?  Why 
nor  J  fay,,  for  I  am  fare  that  it  would 
be  equally  (or  perhaps  rBore^fofe 
and  fecure,  and  lefs  troublelbme. 
But  as  :t  was  not  done  in  molt  of 
t  ie  ftare  governments  in  the  union, 
tad  tfcficicota  0f  the  one  was  i "up- 


plied  by  that  of  the  other,  and  there- 
fore bom  were  necehTiry.  The 
ninth  fection  of  the  hrft  article  of 
the  Federal  conftitution  contains  a 
Bill  of  Rights,  and  though  it  gave 
not  univerlal  fatisfaction,  yet  it  fe- 
cured  in  a  moft  unequivocal  manner 
many  of  the  great  rights  of  human 
nature.    Rob  the  thrafher  will  re- 
ply that  it  is  ufelefs,  for  as  the  mt  ru- 
bers of  Congrei*  have  no  motives 
to  fwerve  from  their  du;y,  they  can 
therefore  never  injure  the  people  ! 
But  thofe  venerable  fages  who  com. 
poreJ  the  grand  Federal  convention 
thought  Oliver  wife.    Their  deep  pe- 
netration, knowle<l|e  end  forefight 
taught  them  better  :  taught  them 
that  rulers  were  never  yet  without 
views  of  private  emoluments  and 
ambition.    They  made  their  calcu- 
lations upon  the  univerfal  principles 
of  human  fUturfe  ;  tbat  man  is  a 
ful^n  creature,  hath  deviated  from 
his  original  nctitude,  and  will  cer- 
tainly act  v.  ickedlv  if  he  be  nQt  re- 
ft a  ned.    The  fenle  of  a  very  large 
majority  of  the  ffebple  off  Vhe  united 
ftares  is  .n  favour  of  a  Bill  or  Rights. 
They  were  universally  ofrh:.t  opin- 
ion while  the  fpirit  of  libeity  was  in 
vigor.    A  Liree  majontv  of  the  p  o- 
ple  of  Kentucky  ailxioufly  wifh  it. 
This  alone  in  my  opinion  is  a  fufli- 
cient  reafon  for  adopting  it,  as  every 
government  ought  to  be  founded  in 
the  ufTections  or  he  pe  >ple.  Other 
powerful  realons  that  ought  to  avail 
m  this  cafe,  are  tit  ft  to  prevent  the 
combination  of  one  part  pf  the  com- 
munity sg:inft  the  other,  and  fecond 
to  fecure  equal  liberty  to  all — Now 
fuppofe  for  inftance,  that  a  majority, 
of  the  members  vv'.o  compofeJ  t^e 
leg  (kture  were  landholcfers,  (as  the 
cai'e  may  probably  happen  fometimes ) 
fuppofe  I  fay  th.t  they  mould  impofe 
their  tax6b  altig'ethei  cn  trade,  or  if 
it  was  compofed  chiefly  of  men  of 
perfonal  property,  fuppofe  thai  land 
fhould  be  the  only  object  of  taxa- 
tion; would  either  of  thefe  cafes  be 
juft  ?  Is  it  fair  to  impofe  burdens 
on  a  part  of  the  community,  and 
C.tonerare  the  reft  ?  And  when  '  hey 
return  to  the  people,  what  fecurty 
is  there  in  that  ?  Although  the  bur- 
dened part  of  the  community  (hould 
complain,  yet  a  majority  are  pie ju  d, 
and  as  a  majority  may  fLnd  what 
men  they  pknfe,  they  may  there- 
fore he  repeatedly  eL-cted  by  thefe 
means,  to  the  great  detriment  of  a 
part  of  the  people— Does  the  Bill 
of  Rights  allow  this  ?  Does  not  the 
Bill  of  Rights  fay,  that  no  man,  or 
fee  of  men  are  entitled  to  exchifive 
emoluments  or  privileges  ?  But  per- 
haps Rob  the  thrafher  will  fay,  that 
the  above  is  a  cafe  -hat  mtift  necef- 
farily  happen  in  the  very  nature  c 
things.    I  tell  him  thai  if  there  wa 
aclaufe  in  the  conftitution  to  pre 
vent  it  it  would  be  more  than  they 

would  dare  do  to  violate  it  When 

a  law  of  the  land  tnar  ir  iS  mad- 
favor  of  a  man  is  violated bj  th<a 
rulers,  he  can  .raife  a  clamor'w^ 
fpirft,  with  boldneis,  and  2s  one  vio-
